Jurisdictional Statement 

This is an appeal by Rev. E. B. Fields, from a judgment 
entered in the District Court of the United States For The 
District of Columbia on a Motion For A Summary JudgL

ment. 


The lower Court had jurisdiction by reason of Title ljL 
Section 306 of the D. C. Code 1940 Edition.

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Statement of the Case 

This case arose by reason of an injunction suit being filed 
against the Postmaster General of the United States and 
under stipulation and agreement, that any judgment ob¬ 
tained against the then Postmaster General would be bind¬ 
ing on his successor in office without abatement of this 
action or substitution of parties.

The suit sought to enjoin the Postmaster from enforcing 
a fraud order for violation of Title 39 U. S. Code Secs. 259 
and 732 which directed that all letters whether registered 
or not or all mail matter which arrived at your office di¬ 
rected to the said party be directed to the Postmaster at 
the office at which they were originally mailed to be deliv¬ 
ered to the senders thereof with the words “Fraudulent’’ 
plainly written or stamped by the postmaster on such let¬ 
ters or such matter. 

That the complaint set forth as a gravaman of the action 
that the plaintiff is an ordained minister, that he has un¬ 
daunted faith in the Christian religion and that what the 
postmaster general called his so called scheme is predicated 
upon the appellant’s opinion of the Christian doctrine and 
the Holy Scripture being a means for the attaining of suc¬ 
cess desired by himself and his customers or followers. 

That in addition thereto it was contended in the Bill of 
Complaint that the acts and conduct of the plaintiff did not

come within the purview of the fraud statute, but was an 
expression of opinion about which reasonable men might 
differ. 

To this complaint a motion for summary judgment was 
filed on the grounds that the evidence was sufficient to war¬ 
rant a finding of fraud and that there was no genuine issue 
of fact as to the validity of the fraud Order Number 26,824.

That in opposition to the Motion for Summary Judgment, 
it was contended that if the issue of the sufficiency of the 
evidence could not be raised, there was no means for deter- j 
mining whether the Postmaster General J s order was arbi- ! 
trary and capricious. 

That numerous exhibits were filed of persons who had 
subscribed to the scripture reading of the plaintiff and I 
stated without equivocation that they had been benefited 
by the same.

That the plaintiff contended that the dissemination of 
religious matter and religious opinions were not made 
criminal by existing statutes unless there was a represen¬ 
tation that the plaintiff represented himself as having I 
super natural powers. That he was protected by the con¬ 
stitution in dissemination of his religious literature. 

That the court granted the summary judgment and dis¬ 
missed the suit of the plaintiff. 


Statement of Points on Appeal 

That the Court erred in ruling that the dissemination of 
religious matter comes within the purview of Sections 259 
and 732 of Title 39 U. S. Code. 

That the fraud order is an unwarranted restriction upon 
the dissemination of religious matter and a denial of re-! 
ligious freedom as guaranteed under the constitution.

That the Court erred in granting a summary judgment. 


Argument 

The appellant in this proceedings is an ordained minister 
and engaged in the disseminating of religious matter. Th^ 
appellant conceived the idea as taught, that according td 
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the Christian doctrine all things could be accomplished by 
faith and belief. 

That following his belief he had certain advertisements 
placed in the newspapers throughout the country which 
read as follows: 

“Quick Success Master” Just Give After You Get Suc¬ 
cess” and Happiness” New Start” ‘‘Are You Cross” 
Mistreated” Send or come—Fields—670 1 / 4 Gates Ave¬ 
nue, Brooklyn, N. Y.”

That subsequent to placing the advertisements those per¬ 
sons desirous of the services contacted appellant through 
the mail and the following literature was sent. 

“Scripture Spreading the Light of Jesus Christ. 
Scripture Regardless of What You Want, Success Is 
Yours With My Method. You Can Look The World 
Straight In The Face.” 

It plainly appears on the face of the advertisements that 
the persons who sought the appellant’s services would rely 
upon the Christian doctrine as practiced and propounded 
by the appellant. 

That in none of the advertisements does the appellant 
designate that he is the success master, but only expresses 
his abiding faith in his conviction by stating in his adver¬ 
tisements “Just give after you get success and happiness.” 

That subsequent to the subscribing by persons who made 
application for his services the appellant would send to 
them scripture readings dealing with their particular prob¬ 
lems, seeking to stimulate faith and hope in the persons 
who subscribed and needed his services. This the Post¬ 
master contended was a scheme to defraud people out of 
money or property of value. The following cases hold that 
there must be an intent to use the mail to defraud at the 
time of the devising of the scheme.

:That the advertisement and literature disseminated

through the mails were in consonance with the opinion of 
the author and is actually religious literature. Religious 
books as defined by Bouvier’s Law Dictionary are thosb 
books which tend to promote the religion taught by thie 
Christian dispensation, unless by associated words, the 
meaning is so limited to show that some other form ojf 
worship is referred to. 

Simpson v. Welcome, 72 Me. 500; 39 Am. Reports 
349. 

That sections 259 and 732 of Title 39 of the U. S. Code 
has been construed to exclude any matters which might be 
the subject of opinion about which reasonable men might 
differ. Religion has been held and interpreted to include 
the principals of gratitude to an active power who cap. 
confer blessings, and a confirmed belief that a person cab 
be successful in worldly ventures if they abide by and livfe 
according to the scripture is a practical application of thje 
Christian doctrine. Religion is a matter of faith the exist¬ 
ence of a diety and a guiding force of the universe abopt 
which people can only express opinions and those opinions 
when expressed and disseminated do not fall in the category 
of fraud.

When people believe that disease might be healed through 
the influence of the mind, it was held that the effectiveness 
of such treatment was a mere matter of opinion and not 
within the statutes which were intended to cover cases bf 
fraud in fact only. 

American School of Magnetic Healing vs. Mc- 
Nullty, 187 U. S. 94; 47 Law Edition 90; 23 Sujp. 
Ct. 33. ! 

The circulars plainly show that before the customers were 
accepted on the blanks of the appellant they knew or should 
have known that they were subscribing for scripture read¬ 
ings and that whatever was accomplished was by reasbn 
of faith and belief in the Holy Scripture. 
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In the entire record there is not a scintilla of evidence 
manifesting the fact that Fields represented that he had 
supernatural powers which is intimated by the Postmaster 
General, nor is there any evidence that Fields formulated 
his services and business with the intent to use the mails to 
defraud people out of money or property of value. 

It was not intended by Congress by virtue of enactment 
of Sections 259 and 732 of Title 39 to place prohibition and 
bar against the dissemination of religious matter and we 
should permit the Postmaster General to use that section 
of the U. S. Code as a prohibition against the free exercise 
of religious opinions. 

See: Reynolds v. U. S., 98 U. S. 162; 25 Law Edi¬ 
tion 244. 

It is construed to be consistent with congressional powers 
to prohibit religious practices which are inimicable to 
public welfare such as polygamy and congress is deprived 
of all legislative powers over mere religious opinion “but 
was left free to reach actions which were in violation of 
social duties and subversive to good order.” 

Id., 98 U. S. 164; 25 L. Ed. 244. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has held that a 
statutory provision prohibiting the solicitation of money 
for religious, charity and philanthropic cause without the 
approval of public welfare counsel and authorizing the sec¬ 
retary upon application of any person in behalf of such 
cause to determine whether such cause is a religious one

or a bona fide object of charity or philanthropy is a viola¬ 
tion of the First and Fourteenth Amendments to the extent 
that it authorizes the censorship of religion by the secre¬ 
tary through the power of the secretary to withhold his 
approval. 

Cantwell v. State of Connecticut, 60 Sup. Ct. 900; 
310 U. S. 296. 


The power of the Postmaster General to issue a fraud 
order is the equivalent of censorship and restriction upoh 
the dissemination of religious matter which may be used 
as a weapon as effective as a municipal ordinance. 

The evidence in the record offered by the Postmaster 
General actually shows no irregular or incompatible re¬ 
ligious practices, such as the setting up of a new philosophy 
of religious and religious practices. 


Conclusion

WHEREFORE: The appellant concludes that the acts 
and conduct of the appellant do not come within the put- 
view of Sections 259 and 732 of Title 39 of the U. S. Code.

That the fraud order is an unwarranted restriction up<ta 
the dissemination of religious matter and religious free¬ 
dom as guaranteed under the constitution of the United 
States. 

That the evidence was insufficient to warrant the granting 
of a summary judgment.

Complaint to Declare Void a Fraud Order and for 
Injunctive Relief Restraining Its Enforcements 

1. That the plaintiff is a citizen of the United States and 
a resident of Brooklyn, New York, that Frank Walker is a 
citizen of the United States and is the Postmaster General 
of the United States of America.

2. That the defendant herein issued against the plaintiff 
a fraud order on the 26th day of December, 1944. 

3. That the defendant herein without evidence reason¬ 
ably tending to support the conclusion, issued the aforestat- 
ed order, predicated upon a belief that the plaintiff attempt¬ 
ed to obtain through the mail by means of false, fraudulent 
pretenses, representations and promises contained in ad¬ 
vertisements and written and printed matter sent throhgh 
the mails to the effect that the said party is a “Success 
Master”; that the said method constitutes a great science

and that his method everytime and without fail obtains suc¬ 
cess, solves all their personal problems, secures abundance 
, of money, etc., also that the so called method includes a 
personal treatment wherein the Postmaster concluded that 
such representations and promises were false and fraudu¬ 
lent. 

4. That this plaintiff is an “Ordained Minister of the 
Gospel”, that his promises and representations are founded 
on the science of theology. 

5. That the complainant herein has undaunted faith in 
the Christian Religion and lias founded what the Post¬ 
master calls his so called method upon the Christian Re¬ 
ligion and the principals enunciated by the Holy Bible; 
and says that dissemination of those principals in a Chirs- 
tian country does not constitute a fraud, save all faith in 
the Bible be a fraud upon the people. 

6. That this plaintiff says that dissemination of 
2 the scripture for compensation does not constitute a 
fraud, any more than the dissemination of the Chris¬ 
tian Bible without expectance for remuneration. That the 
so called scheme as alleged by the Postmaster was none 
other than a psychological impetus to persons who found 
themselves failures because of lack of confidence to achieve 
and the parts of the Holy Scripture was sent them for the 
purpose of inspiring confidence. 

7. That the plaintiff has never referred to himself as a 
“Success Master”, but refers to the Master as set forth in 
the Scripture. The subscriber is sent scriptural quotations 
and references to chapters and verses of given books of the 
Bible, setting forth the principals necessary to accomplish¬ 
ing the desired objective. That the Success, Health, Prosper¬ 
ity and Happiness, is predicated upon the same Christian 
doctrinology and everything can be attained through belief 



and confidence in Jesus Christ and the Holy Scripture as 
shown by the literature as attached hereto to be read as a 
part hereto to be read as a part hereof for identification 
as Exhibit 1A and 2A hereof. 


8. That the plaintiff believes and avers that the fraud 
order of the Postmaster General is arbitrary, capricious, 
merely predicated upon beliefs and opinions of the Post¬ 
master General and his subordinates and not within the 
purview of the fraud statute. 

WHEREFORE, PLAINTIFF PRAYS: j 

1. That the Court grant him an injunction pendente liie 

restraining and enjoining the defendant pending a final 
hearing and the determination from the enforcement <^f 
the said fraud order, and from interfering with the right 
of the plaintiff to receive mail addressed to him, and to use 
the money order facilities and services of the post office 
department. i 

2. That upon final hearing the said injunction be made 

permanent. j 

3. And for such other and further relief as the Court 
meets deem just and proper.

The undersigned, Vincent M. Miles, being first duly sworn 
says: 

That since October 5, 1938, he has been and is now the 
Solicitor of the Post Office Department of the United States. 

That on October 19, 1944, there was forwarded by him to 
the postmaster at Brooklyn, New York, for delivery to 
Fields, Rev. Fields, Rev. E. Fields, and B. Fields, a notic^, 
certified copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A-l 
transmitting a memorandum of specific charges, certified 
copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A-2, that said 
parties were obtaining remittance through the mails by 
means of false and fraudulent pretenses, representations 
and promises in violation of Section 259 and 732 of Title 39 
of the United States Code and advising that said charges 
would be taken up for disposition on September 8, 1944, at 
10:00 A. M. at a hearing before the Solicitor of the 
8 Post Office Department Building, Washington, D. C.; 

that on August 24,1944, the postmaster at Brooklyn, 
New York, addressed a letter to affiant concerning his at¬ 
tempt to deliver the said memorandum or charges, certified 
copy of which letter is attached as Exhibit A-3 that tl^e 
memorandum of charges was subsequently delivered to the 
respondent at his home on August 31, 1944 by the Post 
Office Inspector H. W. Mahan, a certified copy of report by 
that inspector concerning this delivery being attached 
hereto as Exhibit A-4. 

That on September 8, 1944 a hearing was held on the 
charges aforesaid at the place previously designated there¬ 
fore ; that no appearance was made at said hearing by or pn

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behalf of the respondent but a written answer containing a 
general denial of “each and every allegation ’ 9 set out in 
the specification of charges was received from an attorney 
for the respondent certified copy of which is attached as 
Exhibit A-5. 

That there was received in evidence at the hearing an affi¬ 
davit executed by Emmitt Fields on September 7,1944, con¬ 
cerning the enterprise involved in the charges, certified 
copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit A-6; that on 
September 19, 1944 following the hearing, affiant addressed 
a letter to counsel for the respondent, transmitting a copy 
of the transcript of testimony at said hearing, consisting of 
85 typewritten pages, and advising that said transcript 
might be retained until October 27, 1944 at which time it 
should be returned to affiant together with any brief, argu¬ 
ment or proposed findings of fact and of law on the question 
as to why a fraud order should be issued. 

That on December 21, 1944, following careful considera¬ 
tion of the entire record of the case, including the memor¬ 
andum of charges, answer, transcript of testimony, exhibits, 
affidavits, and incidental papers in the case, a memorandum 
was addressed by affiant to the Postmaster General review¬ 
ing said entire record and embodying a finding of fact 
9 and recommendation for the issuance of a fraud or¬ 
der, that a certified copy of said memorandum con¬ 
sisting of 14 pages is hereto attached as Exhibit A-7 that on 
December 26, 1944, upon evidence satisfactory to him as by 
the statutes pertinent thereto provided, the Postmaster 
General issued a fraud order against Fields, Rev. Fields, 
Rev. .E. Fields, B. Fields, Quickest Success Master, and 
Fields Quickest Success Master, at Brooklyn, New York, cer¬ 
tified copy of said fraud order being attached as Exhibit 
A-8.

That (recapitulating) Rev. Fields was furnished a cleai[ 
and definite specification which fully apprized him of the 
nature of the charges against him; that he was given ful} 
and ample notice that a hearing would be held with respect 
to the charges and of the place and time of such hearing^ 
that a full and fair hearing was, in fact, held in said case \ 
that Rev. Fields, of his own volition failed to appear either 
in person or by attorney at that hearing; that the answef 
and affidavit prepared by Rev. Fields was submitted at th^ 
hearing; that Rev. Fields was loaned a copy of the tran¬ 
script of the hearing and afforded an opportunity to sub¬ 
mit his views and comments with respect thereto of which 
opportunity he failed to take advantage; that the fraud 
order was issued on the basis of the entire record, including 
the answer and affidavit of Rev. Fields. 

That for further substantiation of the statement herein

hereby submits for examination at the pleasure of the. 
Court all of the correspondence, pleadings, briefs and ex¬ 
hibits involved in the fraud order proceedings.

(Secs. 259 and 732 of Title 39, U. S. Code) a copy of which 
is also enclosed.

These charges will be taken up for disposition on Sep¬ 
tember 8, 1944, at 10:00 o’clock, A. D., at a hearing before 
the Solicitor of the Post Office Department, in Room 3226, 
New Post Office Department Building, Washington, D. C. 
If an answer to the charges is made, it should be in writing, 
and Three copies thereof should be submitted. It may be 
forwarded by mail or presented in person or by counsel at 
the time stated, when evidence in support thereof may also 
be submitted. 
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The case will be heard and disposed of at the time stated 
whether or not answer or appearance is made. 

At the conclusion of the hearing or within such time 
thereafter as may reasonably be required therefor, counsel 
for the government and respondents will be afforded ah 
opportunity to submit oral argument, briefs, and proposed 
findings of fact and of law, for consideration in connectioiti 
with disposition of the charges. A verbatim report will be 
made of the hearing and a copy thereof furnished counsel

for the government. Respondents will be permitted to have 
the use of a copy of the report for the purpose of preparing 
said argument, briefs and proposed findings, but it must 
then be returned to the Department.

Before doing this, however, I desire to set forth the mat¬ 
ter in which I operate, 

26 I cause advertisements, copies of which are here¬ 
to attached, marked Exhibit A, to be inserted in cer¬ 
tain newspapers through the country.

The advertisements themselves are for the sole purpose 
of attracting the attention of those persons who may or do 
feel that they are desirous of obtaining certain success in 
various matters which have therebefore been denied them. 
The invitation in the advertisement is to write or call for 
information. If the response is by mail, it must be ac¬ 
companied by $.10 and a stamped addressed envelope for 
reply. Upon receipt of the inquiry by mail I send to the 
inquirer additional literature, copies of which are hereto 
attached and marked Exhibit Bl, B2 & B3. In the event 
that the inquirer is unable to pay the $20 which is asked 
for on the blue exhibit and so indicates, I then send to him 
Exhibit C which requires the payment of $10.00. 

A reading of these exhibits clearly indicates that the 
so-called fraudulent scheme is based upon the Holy Scrip¬ 
tures; particularly do the blue and yellow sheets shown 
that I attempt to impart to my inquirers the suggestion 
that the Gospel as contained in the Holy Scriptures is suf¬ 
ficient for Man’s every need. On the yellow sheet Exhibit 
Bl there is this sentence: “All things are possible with Man 
through Jesus Christ”. 

I further offer to sell to the inquirer, if he desires, 9uch 
information as will, according to the Scripture, enable the * 
inquirer to enjoy success, a life of peace and happiness. On . 
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these exhibits I specifically state that the method used is 
nnlottery (by which I mean not a lottery), onmagical (not 
magical) and unwager (not a wager). 

When the inquirer becomes a customer by signing 
27 either of the order blanks, forwarding me the re¬ 
quired down payment, I then fill his order in accord¬ 
ance with the terms thereof. If a customer signs the blue or¬ 
der form I send to him an Emblem, Exhibit D, certain refer¬ 
ences to biblical passages, similar to Exhibit E a bottle of 
Perfume oil of attraction, dependant on their choice. I do 
likewise where the order is placed upon the white blank. I 
continue to send passages of Scriptures and the Perfume 
oil of attraction throughout the year, the amount depend¬ 
ing upon the order sent in. 

As to the various specifications, my detailed answer is as 
follows:

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Is it claimed that I offend in sending Perfume oil of at-| 
traction? The customer has ordered both the Emblem and 
the Perfume oil of attraction when he signed the order sheet 
and I must send them to him.

Certainly everybody who takes their courses 
does not obtain the success which is so glowingly promises. 
These schools, I am sure, are not held to be violating the 
law and the postal regulations. 

In order that it be adjudged that I have offended against 
the law and the regulations of the post office department, it 
must be found as facts that I 

1. Represent myself as Success Master, whereas I 
not;

The postmaster at Brooklyn, New York, re¬ 
ported by letter of August 24, 1944, that the respondent, 
“Rev. E. Fields * * • refused to accept the letter or sign 
the receipt unless it was personally addressed to 
33 him”. On August 26, 1944, the inspector who made 
the investigation in this case, accompanied by a clerk 
from his office, personally contacted the respondent at his 
home who again refused to accept delivery of or execute . 
a receipt for said letter from this office. The only reason 
offered by the respondent for his refusal was that the name 
“B Fields” appeared upon the envelope containing the 
letter. By a letter dated August 31, 1944, the respondent 
returned to this office unopened the aforesaid letter which 
accompanied the memorandum of charges, and stated thati 
he refused to accept delivery of the said citation letter from 
this office because the name of “B. Fields” appeared there¬ 
on as one of the addressees. By registered letter of Sep-; 
tember 2, 1944, from this office, addressed only to “Rev. E.j 
Fields”, the respondent was advised that the envelope 
refused by him contained a copy of the menorandum of 
charges and citations aforesaid, and that the hearing pro¬ 
vided for in said citation would be held on September 8, 
1944, as therein stated.

The respondent, Rev. E. Fields, has conducted several 
schemes through the mails since 1938, but he claims nevejr 
to have “engaged in the mailorder business” prior to that 
year. He declined to give to the inspector who investigated 
this case any information concerning his occupations prior 
to 1938. He claims to have been the pastor since 1938 of a 
church located at the same address as hi's residence. The 
first investigation by the Department of the use of the 
mails by the respondent was in March, 1939, when he wats 
offering through newspaper advertisements “lucky num¬ 
bers, dream books” and such with the statement “Just pay 
after Hit happens, daily 10 to 5”. This investigation was 
closed after a modification of his advertisements by the 
respondent. The second investigation of the use of the 
mails by the respondent was instituted in August, 1941, 
because of a complaint received by the Department. Ete 
was then 'soliciting through the mails contributions for the 
alleged purpose of establishing a church. On August 29, 
1941, the respondent executed an affidavit in which he 
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agreed to discontinue such solicitations, and in which he ad¬ 
mitted that funds received from such solicitations had been 
partly used for “living expenses”. 

36 The third investigation of the respondent by the 
Department was in March, 1942, when he was offer¬ 
ing in his advertisements to furnish “success, good health 
and happiness” for different monetary considerations.

dorsed “Out of Business”. However, by his letter of Sep¬ 
tember 8, 1942, directed to said postmaster, the respond¬ 
ent rescinded said order. The evidence in this case shows 
that the respondent is now operating a scheme through 
the mails under the various names set forth in the caption 
hereof, in which he advertises himself as the “Quickest 
Success Master” and offers to hi's customers “Success and 
Happiness, Money, Quick Prosperity” and the solution of 
their problems. The respondent through the mails has no 
connection with the alleged church of which he claims to 
be pastor. 

The respondent advertises his business or scheme in 
newspapers published in cities in various sections of the 
United States. In some of such advertisements' of the re¬ 
spondent there appears a sketch of a human hand adorned 
with a turban and whiskers and surrounded by various 
symbols, including a star and a crescent. In another ad¬ 
vertisement used by the respondent there appear only the 
star and crescent as symbols, and in still others no sketches 
or symbols appear. Typical of the wording of the news¬ 
paper advertisements of the respondent which are in evi 
dence, are the two following:

There appeared as a witness for the Government the in¬ 
spector who made the investigation in this case. He con¬ 
ducted test correspondence with the respondent, and re¬ 
ceived through the mails the various printed circu- 
41 lars referred to and quoted from herein. The in¬ 
spector also interviewed the respondent and obtained; 
from him an affidavit in which he answered in detail the 
questions asked him by the inspector concerning the operas 
tion of his schemes. All statements or admissions of the 
respondent hereinafter referred to are contained either in 
the aforesaid affidavit or in the affidavit filed with his an| 
swer. I

The answer of the respondent states that the newspaper 
advertisements which are ‘‘inserted in certain newspapers 
throughout the country” are “for the sole purpose of at¬ 
tracting the attention of those persons who may or do fe^l 
that they are desirous of obtaining certain success in vari¬ 
ous matters which have theretofore been denied them.” 
I find from the evidence that said newspaper advertise¬ 
ments offer “special information” concerning “all prob¬ 
lems,” and represent that “Success and Happiness” will 
come to those having dealings with the respondent. The re¬ 
spondent states in his answer that through his advertising 
circulars he offers “to sell to the inquirer • • • such in¬ 
formation as will, according to the Scripture, enable the 
inquirer to enjoy success, a life of peace and happiness.” 
He states that his “method,” described in his advertising 
circulars as a “great science” is “the distribution to my 
customers for an agreed cost of certain known and accepted 
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truths as found in the Bible’’ by sending to them “refer¬ 
ences to particular verses, chapters and books of the Bible 
which embody these known and believed truths.” I find 
that there is nothing in the advertising circulars of the re¬ 
spondent to apprize the reader that he will receive from 
the respondent for the money paid by him typewritten 
passages from the Bible or references thereto by num¬ 
bers. 

i 

42 . Upon the printed order blank furnished by the re- 

i 

spondent, there appear the words 4 ‘Special Guaran¬ 
teed” and “Guaranteed Special,” and it states thereon 
that “My Special Successful Information Never Fail to 
Win, You Special Successful.” According to the terms of 
said order blank one sending money to the respondent 
therewith makes “a deposit for Special Quick Success Em¬ 
blem, scientific Product, Life Time daily Guide and your 
Personal Treatment and Printed affirmation for Quick Sat¬ 
isfaction.” Concerning the “personal treatment” offered 
by the respondent he states in his answer that “I intend 
only to see to it, and this I do, that each order receives my 
personal attention or is filled under my personal manage¬ 
ment or supervision.” The respondent states that he sends 
to each customer a small bottle of perfumed oil, an emblem, 
and “certain references to Biblical passages.” If the cus¬ 
tomer sends $4.00 he receives four drams of the oil and for 
$2.00 he receives two drams thereof. The bottle bears a label 
upon which appears the words “alleged Attraction Oil— 
Nidia Botanical Garden.” There is also upon the label a 
picture of a woman approaching a man with her arms ex¬ 
tended. In the affidavit given to the inspector the respond¬ 
ent states that he is “engaged in the business of selling 
religious oils and nothing else,” but he states further that 
“the oil is alleged to attract by scent and no other way,” 
and his answer states that he does not claim that “the oil 
has any intrinsic merit to relieve distress * # • or to bring 
success.” The “emblem” which is sent by the respondent 



to his customers is a card upon which appears a sketch 
of an angel and the words “The Lord Is Risen” and 
“Luck’s in the Lord, Luck’s Obedient Faith is the 
43 Key.” Upon the reverse side of said card appears a 
sketch of a horseshoe with the words “Good Luck’r 
thereon, and the further wording “Lucky Charm Mystic— f 
Success and Happiness. Just Carry In Purse, Daily. ’ ’ The 
answer states that the respondent makes no claim that “thi 
Emblem per se has any force or merit.” The respondent 
sometimes sends one or two typewritten alleged quotation^ 
from the Bible, hut in other cases he sends only a typewrite 
ten list of numbers which might he references to verses ot 
the Bible. j 

In the answer of the respondent he states that “If the 
persons who send no money for the method do not obtaip 
the results which they expect or the results which the 
method is guaranteed to bring, the fault is not mine. Thp 
method I use is the method of the Scriptures, and if a 
given person fails to obtain the results desired the fault i^ 
either his or the Bibles. ’ ’ He further states in said answe): 
“I do not promise to send anybody success by the use of 
any success method of mine, and especially by the use of my 
goods or products.” In his affidavit given to the inspector 
the respondent states that his slogan in his advertising “My 
Success Method is Strictly Guaranteed” means “that it ip 
guaranteed by the Bible and that the guaranty has no other 
terms,” and that the terms “scientific product,” “printed 
affirmation” and “Life Time Guide” all refer to the Bible. 
He admits in said affidavit that “the circulars say people 
can get money, success, and happiness, but these can only 
come through God” and that he has “no effect in the peo¬ 
ple obtaining those things, money, success, and happiness, 
they only send money to me for obtaining the articles I send 
them.” There is ambodied in said affidavit a letter which 
the respondent wrote to the inspector, from which the fol¬ 
lowing is quoted: 
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44 “Federal and state statutes point out the essen¬ 
tials which in all cases must appear in order to con¬ 
stitute fraud, as follows, first there must be a false 
representation of fact. And of course I has not mis¬ 
represented any of my product, and all of my litera¬ 
ture and news paper advertisements are clearly printed 
in the English language. And it is not my business to 
know or care anything about who may or may not un¬ 
derstand the same, especially if and when they sign 
their name to my contract as aforesaid and send me 
their or my money. 

“Further, under the law, I have a perfect right to 
charge any amount of money which I desire for my 
goods and service, and of course its the general pub¬ 
lic’s business to pay or not pay it to me.” 

I find that the advertising of the respondent is clearly 
an appeal to the ignorant and superstitious whom he vic¬ 
timizes by his promises therein to bring to them “success, 

1 

happiness, money, quick prosperity” and “special infor¬ 
mation” concerning “all problems.” Such promises are 
not fulfilled by mailing to his victims a tiny bottle of highly 
scented oil, a card picturing an angel and a horseshoe, and 
a quotation from the Bible. The respondent is not only 
violating the mail fraud statutes but he is doing so, accord¬ 
ing to his own sworn statement, in utter defiance of them. 

The averments made in the memorandum of charges filed 
in this case are entirely sustained by the evidence. I, there¬ 
fore, find that the respondent, using all of the names set 
forth in the caption hereof, is engaged in conducting a 
scheme for obtaining money through the mails by means of 
false and fraudulent pretenses, representations and prom¬ 
ises in violation of 39 U. S. Code 259 and 732, as in the 
memorandum of charges averred. 
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I, therefore, recommend that a fraud order be is¬ 
sued against Fields, Rev. Fields, Rev. E. Fields, B.

(INSPECTOR HAROLD W. MAHAN was sworn as a 
witness for the Post Office Department by a Notary Public 
of the District of Columbia.) 

Mr. Breen: If the Solicitor please, this case is in the 
matter of charges that Fields, Rev. Fields, Rev. E. Fields, 
and B. Fields, at Brooklyn, New York, is engaged in con¬ 
ducting a scheme for obtaining money through the mails by 
means of false and fraudulent pretenses, representations 
and promises, in violation of 39 U. S. Code 259 and 732. The 
case is entered on the Fraud and Lottery Docket of this 
office as 14/281. The memorandum of charges alleges that 
the party named in the caption (Reading) 

“is obtaining and attempting to obtain divers remit¬ 
tances of money through the mails by means of false 
and fraudulent pretenses, representations and prom¬ 
ises contained in advertisements and written and print • 
ed matter sent through the mails to the effect: 

“That said party is a ‘Success Master’; 

“That said so-called ‘method’ constitutes a ‘great 
science ’; 

“That said so-called ‘method’ will enable remitters 
to quickly, ‘every time’, and ‘without fail’ obtain ‘suc¬ 
cess’, solve ‘all’ their personal problems, secure an 
‘abundance’ of money, ‘heal’ and ‘banish’ all sickness, 
achieve a return to ‘good health’ and accomplish ‘any- 
51 thing’ they want regardless of what it may be; and 

“That said so-called ‘method’ includes ‘personal 
treatment’ of each remitter by said party. 

“Whereas, in truth and in fact, all of the aforesaid 
pretenses, representations and promises are false and 
fraudulent.” 

The memorandum concludes with the recommendation that 
the “said party be called upon to show cause why a fraud 
order should not be issued against the names set forth in 
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the caption'’ of the memorandum, and it is signed by “Wil¬ 
liam C. O’Brien Attorney” and is addressed “To the 
Solicitor Of the Post Office Department.” 

Attached to the memorandum of charges and in the file 
therewith is copy of a letter of this office dated August 
19, 1944, addressed to 4 4 Fields, Kev. Fields, Rev. F. Fields, 
and B. Fields, Brooklyn, New York,” transmitting a copy 
of the memorandum of charges to him and advising him 
that the charges will be taken up for disposition on Sep¬ 
tember 8, 1944, at 10:00 a. m. in this room; that “The case 
will be heard and disposed of at the time stated whether or 
not answer or appearance is made”; and that at the con¬ 
clusion of the hearing he will be loaned a copy of the tran¬ 
script for the purpose of preparing an oral argument, 
briefs, and proposed findings of fact for consideration in 
connection with the disposition of the charges. 

Also in the file is carbon copy of a letter of this office 
dated August 19, 1944, addressed to the postmaster at 
Brooklyn, New York, transmitting the letter of citation to 
which I have just referred together with the mem- 
52 orandum of charges in a sealed envelope for delivery 
to the parties named in the caption of the memoran¬ 
dum of charges. 

With the file likewise is a letter on the letterhead of the 
United States Post Office at Brooklyn, New York, dated 
August 24,1944, addressed to the Solicitor reading 

Dear Sir: 

This is in reply to your communication of August 
19, your reference #282, in which you requested that a 
personal delivery' of enclosed letter addressed to Fields, 
Rev. Fields, Rev. E. Fields and B. Fields, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., be made at 670M> Gates- Avenue, Brooklyn 21, 
New' York and attached receipt signed by the person 
accepting the letter. 
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Foreman John J. Doyle of this office contacted the 
Rev. E. Fields at 670^ Gates Avenue, but he refused 
to accept the letter or sign the receipt unless it was 
personally addressed to him. 

Watch kept during a period of thirteen days shows 
that 443 pieces of mail addressed to Rev. E. Fields and 
Rev. Fields were received, for an average of 34 pieces 
daily.

A. Mr. Connolly accompanied ihe 
when 1 visited the home of Rev. Emmitt Fields to make 
delivery of the letter from the Solicitor. 

Q. You w’ere instructed to do that by the Chief Inspec¬ 
tor, were you sir? A. Yes. 

Q. And about what date was that? A. August 31, 
1944. | 

Q. Will you state what occurred at the time you made 
that effort to secure deliverv of that letter? A. I handed 
the letter to Mr. Fields and he took it into his hands and 
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then returned it to me stating that he would not accept or 
receipt for it. He said that his only objection was that 
among the names on the envelope was “B. Fields.’’ I told 
him that if he would sign the receipt for it I would give him 
a copy of the receipt, and he repeated his refusal to accept 
the letter. It was explained to him that the names on 
the envelope were those which appeared in his 
55 literature or newspaper advertisements. His atten¬ 
tion was called to the fact that “B. Fields” appeared 
in one of his newspaper advertisements and that he had 
previously explained that it was a printer’s error. He 
stated that he would not open the letter and that he would 
return it to Washington that day. I left the letter on a 
chair beside the one on which he was sitting in his home 
and within his full view at 10:30 a. m., August 31, 1944. 
Clerk Connolly was with me and the affidavit ^shows just 
those facts that I have just testified to. He was present 
as a witness to the delivery of the letter. 

Mr. Breen: I offer in evidence this affidavit of 
Mr. Connolly corroborating the statements just 
made by the Inspector as Government Exhibit No. 1. 

(Affidavit dated August 31, 1944, signed by Ed¬ 
mund M. Connolly, Post Office Clerk, Brooklyn, 
New York, marked Government Exhibit No. 1, was 
offered and received in evidence.)

Rev. Fields invited us in to the first floor apart¬ 
ment and asked us to “have a seat”; that Inspec- ! 
tor Mahan told Rev. Fields that he had been in- j 
structed to deliver to him a sealed letter from j 
the Solicitor, Post Office Department, Washington, ! 
D. C., addressed,

that Inspector Mahan handed the letter to Rev. j 
Fields who took it into his hands and then handed i 
it back to Inspector Mahan stating that he would j 
not accept or receipt for the letter as it was not 
addressed to him; that Rev. Fields stated that his 
only objection was the “B. Fields” on the envel-| 
ope; that Fields remarked that he told that to the j 
man who had previously tendered the letter to 
him, and that he would have written it down if he 
thought he were not intelligent enough to transmit 
that message; that Inspector Mahan offered to 
give Fields a copy of the receipt if he would sign 
the receipt for the letter, but he declined to accept; 
it; that Inspector Mahan explained to Mr. Fields! 
that the names appearing on the envelope of thej 
letter tendered to him were those names which ap¬ 
peared in his literature or newspaper advertise^ 
ments and that Fields had previously explained td 
Inspector Mahan that “B. Fields” was a printer’s 
error in a newspaper advertisement; that Rev; 
Fields stated that he would not open the letter; 
that he would return it to Washington to-day “aff 
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ter you leave it here”; that during the above con- 
versation a colored woman entered and stood be¬ 
hind Rev. Fields and Inspector Mahan inquired if 
she were Mrs. Fields; that Rev. Fields replied 
. “that’s all right you don’t have to know anything 
about her”; that Inspector Mahan placed the white 
envelope described above on the chair beside Rev. 
Fields in his full view; that as we left I looked at 
my watch and found that the time was 10:30 a. m.

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Assistant Solicitor: There is nothing else in the Answer 
except a general denial of the allegations made in the mem¬ 
orandum of charges. 

Mr. Breen: That’s the fact, sir. Just a blunt general 
denial. The affidavit referred to in the letter from Attorney 
Flagg reads as follows: (The affidavit of Emmitt Fields | 
consisting of seven typewritten pages was read in its en- ! 

tirety by Mr. Breen.) Mr. Solicitor, as counsel for 
63 the Government I take exception to the third para¬ 
graph of this affidavit. I am willing to have it con¬ 
sidered as an affidavit in support of the answer but not as 
evidence. I have no opportunity to cross examine this per- 1 • 
son on any statements he makes therein and I don’t feel ! 
that the Government should be bound by any such state¬ 
ments. 

As Respondent’s Exhibit A attached to the answer there 
are four advertisements, all of which bear at the top in 
large heavy print the words “QUICKEST SUCCESS 
MASTER”. Exhibits B-l, B-2 and B-3 consist of circulars 
of the gentleman calling himself Rev. E. Fields. Exhibit 
C is an order blank. Exhibit D is a two and a half inch i 
square piece of cardboard on the front of which is a picture 
of an angel. Above the picture are the words “The Lord 
Is Risen” and below the picture appear the words “Luck’s, 
in the Lord, Luck’s Obedient faith is the Key.” On the 
reverse side of that piece of cardboard is a picture of a 
horseshoe with the words “GOOD LUCK” printed in the 
curve. Above the picture are the words “LUCKY CHARM 
MYSTIC”. Below the picture are the words “Success 
and Happiness JUST CARRY IN PURSE, DAILY”. Ex-| 
Jiibit E is a white sheet of paper on which two paragraphs 
of type or printing appear. Each of these purports to bt* 
a biblical quotation. 

Now, Inspector Mahan, have you obtained during the 
course of your investigations of this enterprise any infor-f 
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mation relating to its history prior to the launching of your 
own inquiries ? A. Yes. 

Q. Will you state briefly what that information is. 
A. Fields activities first received the attention of 

64 Inspector Richards on an advertisement which ap¬ 
peared in the “Afro-American”, issue of March 4, 

1939. He then used in the advertisement the name of “Rev. 
Fields” at his present address. The wording of the adver¬ 
tisement indicated that he was offering so-called “lucky 
numbers, dream books, etc.” under the clause “Just pay 
after Hit happiness, daily 10 to 5”. The mail was withheld 
from delivery pending identification but it was released 
March 23, 1939, after Fields identified himself. At that 
time he stated that he was Pastor of the True Light Spiri¬ 
tual Church of Christ at the same address, 670M> Gates 
Avenue, Brooklyn, and that he had a similar congregation 
at Newark, New Jersey. He then stated also that he was 
engaged in the distribution of literature and tokens of a 
religious nature which had nothing whatever to do with 
the sale of lucky numbers. The case was closed after he 
modified the advertisement and Inspector Richards was 
convinced that Fields was not using the mails in further¬ 
ance of his scheme to defraud at that time. 

In 1941 Fields was again interviewed by Inspector Rich¬ 
ards on a complaint—an anonymous complaint—which 
caused the reopening of the case. He was interviewed on 
August 29, 1941, and he stated then that his business con¬ 
sisted of obtaining contributions for the building of a 
church; that he would discontinue the method of conducting 
business and in the event he continued to solicit funds would 
definitely state that in his advertisement and maintain 
proper records of receipts and disbursements. 

In March, 1942, in response to a test letter, Inspector 
Richards received from Fields circulars offering to 

65 furnish “success, good health and happiness” for 
$10.00, his “direct system” for $2.00, or his “spe- 
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cial” for $4.00. Inspector Richards consulted with the 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Quinn at Brooklyn, May 11 to 14, 
1042, and Fields was requested to call, and when he was 
informed he agreed to discontinue and addressed a com- j 
munication to the postmaster at Brooklyn directing that 
mail addressed to him be endorsed “out of business”. 

Mr. Breen: Right at that point. Inspector, I hand you a 
document designated Government Exhibit 6, and ask if you ! 
can identify it. 

The Witness: This is the affidavit which Mr. Fields exe- j 
cuted before Inspector Roy Richards at New York, New 
York, August 29, 1941. 

Mr. Breen: I offer that in evidence as Government Ex-j 
hibit No. 6.

In the event I continue to solicit funds 
for the purpose of establishing a church, I will distinct¬ 
ly state in my advertising that the funds solicited are 
to be used for that purpose and will keep records 
of receipts and disbursements that will be available 
to the proper authorities at all times. I will also obtair 
the necessary license as required by the laws of the 
City of New York.

I wrote Rev. Fields a letter and told him I was suf¬ 
fering from a chest cold and a doctor told me it was 
asthma. I later received a letter from Rev. Fields 
stating that he would cure me if I would pay him 
$20.00. He agreed that I could pay him $4.00 then and 
send him the balance in easy monthly payments. I sent 
money order No. 97914 on August 14,1943. 

I later received a letter from Fields asking me to sign 
and send to him a blue blank. I never signed the blank. 
I have never received any medicine, perfume, or any 
instructions for the treatment of my ailment nor have 
I received a refund of my money. 

I have examined typewritten letters marked #1 and 
#2 and recognize them as being the ones which I re¬ 
ceived through the mails from Fields.

Bender of the inspectors’ office staff who was pres¬ 
ent during the entire interview; that at no time was 
I placed in fear, under duress, nor was any “ third 
degree” method used; that I was allowed a full, free| 
and courteous opportunity to make any statement that 
I desired; that in answer to the inspector’s questions 
I stated as follows: 

3. that I am engaged in the business of selling religion^ 
oils and nothing else; that I am the sole owner of the

tual Church of Christ, also conducted at 670*/k Gates 
Avenue, of which I am the pastor, and which was in¬ 
corporated in New York State about the year 1938; 
that prior to that I was not engaged in the mail-order 
business and I had no answer to give regarding my 
previous occupations; 

4. that I was ordained approximately two years ago but 
probably it was before that year; that when the True 
Light Spiritual Church of Christ was organized and 
incorporated I was ordained by the Moderator or 
Trustee of that Church; 

5. that I am not a lawyer admitted to the bar but have 
studied law by the correspondence course of the Chi¬ 
cago School of Law; that I hold no degrees of any kind ; 
that I never attended a theological seminary or school 
and never intend to; that I read books on psychology 
and am taking the correspondence course of the Sher- 
win Cody School, Albany, N. Y.; that I am 59 years 
of age, was born at Danville, Ill., and have been locat¬ 
ed in Brooklyn for nine years; that I was not the pas¬ 
tor of any church before coming to Brooklyn;

103 Avenues, New York, but can’t remember the name 
of the concern; that I bottle the mixed oil into bottles 
of two sizes and label the bottles myself; that for $49.00

er-size bottle; that the larger size contains four drams 
which I sell for $4. and the smaller contains two drams 
which I sell for $2.00; 1 

7. that I buy the labels just as they are at $20.00 per 
thousand; that I can’t tell what “Nidia Botanical Gar-s 
den” on the label means; that the oil is alleged to at¬ 
tract by scent and no other way and I do not represent 
that it does in any other way by writing or by word of 
mouth; that the oil does not have the effect shown on! 
the label illustration and the oil has nothing to do with 
the picture shown in the label; that the bottles are 
labeled by me only for purpose of complying with thd 
State and Federal laws which require all articles to be 
labeled; that the word “alleged” as used by me mean^ 
that the oil might have the effect of attraction by scent 
on some people and not on some others; 

8. that with the oil I inclose an emblem which is a paper 
or card; that I purchase them at the rate of 2,000 fof 
$16.00 and have them printed in a shop on Sumne^ 
Avenue, Brooklyn, but cannot recall the name of the 
printer; that I mail the oil, emblem, and typewritten 
slips bearing Bible references in a box which I purchase 
from the Mason Box Co., Attleboro, Mass., at $5.23 pef 
hundred; 

9. that the words “scientific product” on the blue order 
blank means the Bible or the word of God; that God ip 
scientific; that I don’t send the Bible because I don’i 
sell the Bible; that according to Webster’s dictionary 
“scientific product” means the Bible; 
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10. that the words “Life Time Guide” in my circular 
means the Bible but I don’t use the word Bible because 
I am not selling the Bible; that in answer to the inspec¬ 
tor ’s question if anything on my order blank shows 
that the person ordering is to receive a Bible or writ¬ 
ings on the Bible or quotations from the Bible, I stated 
that the words “scientific product” and “printed affir¬ 
mation” means the Bible;

109 11. that I sometimes place my newspaper advertis¬ 

ing in person and sometimes through the United 
Newspapers Inc., 545 Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y., 
but it is mostly placed by me in person; 

12. that I furnish the newspapers with the cuts appearing 
in the advertisements and they are so placed only to 
attract attention to the reading; that I do not know 
the name of the person who is pictured in the cut ap¬ 
pearing in the Miami Whip, April 1,1944, or who he is, 
as it was put there only to attract the eye to the read¬ 
ing matter and all other signs or characters in my ad¬ 
vertisements are so used; that I do not know the per¬ 
son shown in my advertisement in the Indianapolis 
Recorder April 15,1944; that I spend around $400. per 
year for advertising; that while most of my advertis¬ 
ing has been done in newspapers having circulation 
among colored people, I have also advertised in news¬

21. that my circulars all follow the dictionary; that I do 
not spell the word “Psalms” because it would lengthen 
the printed line; that I now include that word in myj 
newspaper advertisement to make “Psalms” morej 
outstanding; that to change one line of the circulars 
would cost $1.00 and I will not change anything in the 
circulars unless there is a change in the dictionary;! 
that if my customers want refunds they can hold God 
responsible if success is not attained by my method ;j 
that money received goes to the same place as yours,, 
it pays my expenses and if any is left over I save it; j 
that I am doing this for a living for myself and my 
family; that regarding “spiritually supported” I state 
it is a sales transaction; that I make no other accounting 
of receipts except to the Internal Revenue Bureau an¬ 
nually ; that my only interest is furnishing the articles, 
oil, emblems, and typewritten subjects on the scripture;!

22. that I make no effort to ascertain who achieves, or how 
many achieve, benefit from my method; that there is 
no advantage to the customer in making a personal 
visit to me over sending a mail order, nor is there any 
difference in the price; that there is no special infor-j 
mation on the circulars as that accompanies the oil and 
emblem after the order blank and remittance are re¬ 
ceived ; that I have no employees and no assistance as 
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it is my own business; that I send the same articles to 
all people; 

23. that the word “alleged’’ is used on the bottle labels 
to do away with all possible misunderstanding or the 
expecting of the use of the oil to bring success; that 
there is a Bible relation to the use of oil; that the fifth 
chapter of James says “if there is any among you sick 
let them call for the elders of the church to pray over 
the sick, anointing them with oil in the name of the 
Lord” and can use my oil or other oil for that purpose; 
that I do not know if the fifth chapter of James refers 
to perfume oil; that the laws on labeling means that 
bottles must be labeled to show contents and prevent 
mistake in use; that I do advertise a “method”; 

112 24. that “straight dope win you straight” means 

the Bible; that I don’t have to use the word Bible 
in this particular case; that “I will send you every¬ 
thing you ask for at once” means “Ask hereby Quick 
Special information to You tomorrow” as shown on the 
white circular and I would send only what is mentioned 
on blank; that if a person sends me a letter requesting 
everything at once with $4. and the blue order blank 
entirely filled in and a letter requesting “Astrology, 
What is your Luck Star. Ps-Numbers and Best days. 
Astrology?”, I would throw the letter in the ash can 
and fill the order per the blue blank furnishing only 
the articles mentioned thereon; 

25. that “Time and Place?” means complete address of 
customer; that “unwage” means don’t gamble accord¬ 
ing to Webster’s dictionary; that “un” can be attached 
to most any word and it is in the dictionary to that 
extent, and if the customer does not find it in the 
dictionary, it is his fault; that “Heal all Sickness with¬ 
out medicine” is shown in 14th chapter, John; that 
plenty of people send me $2. or $4. but I do not know 
anyone who healed all sickness without medicine.

26. that “Ps-Num E rology” means numbers of chapters 
of Bible; that that word is also found in a Webster’s

And of course I has not 
misrepresented any of my product, and all of my liter- j 
ature and news paper advertisements are clearly print¬ 
ed in the english language. And it is not my business 
to know or care anything about who may or may not 
understand the same, especially if and when they sign 
their name to my contract as aforesaid and send me 
their or my money. 

Further, under the law, I have a perfect right to 
charge any amount of money which I desire for my 
goods and service, and of course its the general pub¬ 
lic’s business to pay or not pay it to me. 

Further, my religious views as proven by the Holy 
Bible, are just as much protected by the United States 
Constitution, as any other, so long as it or they do not 
hurt or injure no body, and the same applies to my 
merchandise or product. 
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Therefore until the Bible, the United States Constitu¬ 
tion and the Postal Laws Relating to Lotteries, 
Schemes to Defraud etc., be duly changed as follows, 
39 U. S. Code 59 and 39 U. S. Code 732 and 18 P. S.

Sub¬ 
sequently I did visit the premises in the attempt to deliver 
the letter from the Solicitor’s Office and also prior to that, 
just to get a view of the premises, I passed it in an auto¬ 
mobile. But I kept away from it purposely because of his 
statement that his church was connected there although 
he stated, and I think it may be in the affidavit, -that this 
success master business has no connection whatever with 
his church. j 

Q. Well, will you describe the premises as they appear¬ 
ed to you outside and inside. A. Well, it is a three-story 
and basement tenement house in the rather poor grade 
colored section of Brooklyn, and the outside of the house 
looks rather neat.

Q. A brick house? A. No, it isn’t a brick. I 
120 think it probably was a frame house covered over 
with this imitation brick asbestos. 

When I went to serve the notice on him he was sitting 
at the top of a framed stoop reading a newspaper. He 
didn’t raise his eyes to see us or greet us in any way when 
we went there with the letter, and I had to spring it on/ 
him, “May we come in.”, and he said, “All right if you 
wish.”, or words to that effect, so he unlocked the door and j 
let us in. Now, he occupies the first floor or what is known ! 
as the first floor—not the basement which is the ground 
floor—and he unlocked the first door on the right and that 
let us into a typical parlor, pretty well furnished, and then 
there was in back of that another small room, or what we 
use to call forty years ago the back parlor. What there 
would be to the left of that I didn’t see. There couldn’t

121 SUMMATION BY MR. BREEN 

Mr. Solicitor, in this case the respondent is charg¬ 
ed with obtaining remittances through the mails for a 
so-called ‘‘method” by means of false and fraudulent 
representations to the effect: first, that he is a “Success 
Master”; second, that his “method” constitutes a “great 
science”; third, that his “method” will enable remitters 
to quickly, “every time”, and “without fail” obtain “suc¬ 
cess”, solve “all” their personal problems, secure an 
‘^abundance” of money, “heal” and “banish” all sick¬ 
ness, achieve a return to “good health” and accomplish 
“anything” they want regardless of what it may be; 
and the last charge, that said so-called “method” includes 
“personal treatment” of such remitter by said party. 

In his answer to the charges the respondent makes a 
general denial of each and every allegation contained in 
the memorandum. In an affidavit submitted by the re¬ 
spondent with hi's answer he goes a little farther and he 
denies having represented that he is a “Success Master”, 
and he denies further having represented that he promised 
anybody “quick success”. 

It seems to me, therefore, that to begin with in this case 
it might be well, at the risk of boring you, to reiterate 
some of the statements that actually appear in the litera¬ 
ture and advertising used by this promoter in his busi¬ 
ness. He heads his advertisement with the statement in 
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large capital double-leaded type “QUICKEST SUC- j 
122 CESS MASTER”. Now, if that doesn't represent j 
•that he is a “Success Master” when it is followed, 
as it is followed, by his name at the bottom of the adver¬ 
tisement, I don't know what in the world could be taken 
to mean that somebody regards and represents themselves | 
as a “Success Master''.

Now then, we come to the next charge that it is a “great 
science'', this wonderful “method”. The specific state- | 
ment in the literature on that is .this: 

“• • • This great science is unburdening the hearts ! 
of hundreds of thousands of depressed people daily 
throughout the whole world. * * •" 

That representation can't be gotten around by any sub- j 
terfuge or evasion. 

The next charge: “that said so-called ‘method' will j 
enable remitters to quickly, ‘every time', and ‘without j 
fail' obtain ‘success',” etc. Here are some of the state- j 
ments he makes in that regard. He says in one place in | 
his literature: “Truly You can obtain Prosperity, Happi- I 
ness, Plenty”, “Are You Crossed, Disgusted?'', “Enjoy 
Money Quick Success Heal all Sickness Without Medicine”, 
“Peace Money Good Success". And farther down in the 
same circular: j 

“Money, Love and happiness and all the many 
things which grow out of these three great desires are j 
yours to command, for you have right now the power j 
to make them come to you. Such things are yours by 
right. Quickest Success ever known. 

“Thousands of men and women, ill or unhappy last i 
month at this time, have solved their problems, and 
are now enjoying peace, power and plenty. • • •

His representa¬ 
tion to start with that he is a “ Success Master” in his own 
affidavit he told the Inspector, paragraph 26, “that 
124 I never had an abundance of money or a load of it 
unless it were a light load”; paragraph 42, “that 
I do not care to answer the question as to whether I have

any means of support other than the business described 
in this affidavit”; paragraph 16, “that I am not a rich man; ! 
that I don’t own my own home or any automobile; that I 
would like to have them; that I don’t know anyone living 
who gets all the money he wants at one time, two times, or 
ten times; that I have no debts; that I receive enough from. 
this business for expenses; that I never owned an automo¬ 
bile and don’t need one”; paragraph 27, “that I do not 
know anyone who achieved ‘abundance of money, perfect 
Love, Health, Happiness—and whatever else your heart! 
may desire’; that ‘money when you want it’ was obtained 
by me; that I could not demonstrate the effectiveness of 
that phrase to the inspector although my circular shows 
that”; paragraph 25, “that plenty of people send me $2; 
or $4. but I do not know anyone who healed all sickness 
without medicine.” 

Now then, that his “method” is a “great science”.

find in that connection these statements in the affidavit;: 
paragraph 37, “that ‘my method’ is only the sale of 
merchandise and writings on scripture”; paragraph 22, 
“that I make no effort to ascertain who achieves, or how 
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many achieve, benefit from my method”; paragraph ‘6, 
“that the oil which I sell is a mixture of seven kinds of oil; 
that I don’t recall the names of all of the kinds of oil in 
the mixture but two of them are lavender oil and sandal¬ 
wood oil; that I told the inspector in answer to his ques¬ 
tion regarding the ingredients of the oil, ‘Let the 
125 chemist find out’; that I go into some place of

den’ on the label means; that the oil is alleged to attract 
by scent and no other way and I do not represent that it 
does in any other way by writing or by word of mouth;

Now, Mr. Solicitor, I submit that if that is a scientific 
system, why, I am sure that all of us here present have an 
entirely erroneous idea of the meaning of the word “sci¬ 
ence”, and I think further that the description of the meth¬ 
od of operation of this business will hardly accord with 
the dictionary definition of the word “science”. | 

Now then, for the question of the success, the quick riches, 
and all the rest of it that will be brought to others allegedly 
by this so-called “method” we find in the affidavit of the 
promoter of the business in that regard not only the state¬ 
ments that I have previously read in connection with his 
own alleged status as a master of success but the following: 
“that I have no testimonials from anybody regarding suc¬ 
cess attained by users of my method; that all symbols on 
the circulars, such as the star, half-moon, elapsed hands, 
crosses, and the illustration ‘MONEY WHEN YOU WANT 
IT’ with the bulging money bag and stacks of coin, 

127 are only there to take up space on the circulars; that | 
in regard to the word ‘Boleata’, if you can get any¬ 
thing out of it, get it; that ‘Boleata T is just a word used and 
I can’t give a definition for it; that the Lucky Star can 
only be found through a horoscope; and a horoscope can

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only be obtained from me by requesting it; that my circu¬ 
lars do not mention horoscopes and I purchase them and 
furnish them only if requested; that I purchase them at 25 
cents each in the ten-ccnt stores or where I buy the oil; 
that they are horoscopes by the month; that the horoscopes 
are no good; all of my literature and newspaper adver- 
tisements are clearly printed in the english language. And 
it is not my business to know or care anything about who 
may or may not understand the same, especially if and 
when they sign their name to my contract as aforesaid and 
send me their or my money”; paragraph 26, “that I don’t 
care if people understand the circular or newspaper ad¬ 
vertisement or not, as I claim the circulars and the adver¬ 
tisements are clear and legal and if they send money it is 
proof they understand it and I would not refund their 
money if they later say they do not”; paragraph 42, “that 
I do not receive any complaints at all regarding my method, 
or requests for refund, and if 1 do the waste-paper basket 
gets them, especially asking refund”. 

Now, I have included in those quotations from the affi¬ 
davit of course, Mr. Solicitor, not only matters which spe¬ 
cifically show that the falsity of the representations that 
purchasers of this so-called “course” will be enriched and 
restored to good health, have their personal problems 
solved, and secure any other objective they may have 
128 in mind, but I have included further quotations which 
show that the promoter of this scheme well knows 
it to be a fact that he is acting in bad faith when he makes 
those representations, and that there is absolutely no ex¬ 
cuse or justification whatsoever for his making such rep¬ 
resentations. 

Now then, coming to the proposition or the allegation 
that he gives “personal treatment.” When he was ques¬ 
tioned by the Inspector in that regard he said in paragraph 
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20 of his affidavit: “that by ‘personal treatment’ 1 means 
my management according to the dictionary; that some 
people come to see me but in the personal visit they do 
not receive anything different from that sent to the mail 
customers; that the space for the birth month shown on the . | 
blue order blank is to determine the sign of the zodiac un¬ 
der which the person is born; that that has nothing to do 
with my method; that I formerly sent out pamphlets on 
astrology, but I am not doing that now; that I will send a 
horoscope to any customer who requests it and remits 
$4.00.” You will recall that just a moment ago the state¬ 
ment was read that the horoscopes were no good. Para¬ 
graph 22, “that there is no special information on the cir¬ 
culars as that accompanies the oil and emblem after the or¬ 
der blank and remittances are reecived; that I have no em- j 
ployees and no assistance as it is my own business; that I 
send the same articles to all people; that there is no advan- j 
tage to the customer in making a personal visit to me over 
sending a mail order, nor is there any difference in the

price. | 

Now then, Mr. Solicitor, in the answer to the 
129 charges an effort is made, astutely enough I suppose, 
to create the impression that any interference with | 
the operation of this flagrantly fraudulent enterprise 
through the mails would be an interference with the free j 
practice of the religion of this gentleman who is conducting 
the business. That I submit Mr. Solicitor, is so absurd and j 
ridiculous as not to be worthy of serious consideration. To ! 
begin with, in the answer the respondent himself admits j 
that he makes no claim to any mysterious or supernatural | 
powers. That statement appearing in the answer certain¬ 
ly should be sufficient to meet the contention that he is ac¬ 
complishing these wonders or that he is able to accomplish 
these wonders, for which he solicits remittances, by means 
of the power of God, the power of the Bible, or any other 
Divine power. In his affidavit he makes a number of other ; 
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statements which have a direct and forceful and conclusive 
bearing on his allegation that he is conducting a religion. 
He says, for example, in that affidavit this: “that ‘my 
method’ is only the sale of merchandise and writings on 
scripture; that there is a Bible relation to the use of oil; 
that the fifth chapter of James says ‘if there is any among 
you sick let them call for the elders of the church to pray 
over the sick, anointing them with oil in the name of the 
Lord’ and can use my oil or other oil for that purpose.’’ 
But, he adds, “that I do not know if the fifth chapter of 
James refers to perfume oil,” which, it will be recalled, is 
exactly what he is selling. ‘ ‘ That I never attended a theo¬ 
logical seminary or school and never intend to; that 1 read 
books on psychology.” And it will be recalled, Mr. Solici¬ 
tor, he says in his circular matter that this method 
130 is a so-called “psychological” one. “And am taking 
the correspondence course (in psychology) of the 
Siherwin Cody School, Albany, N. Y.; that the oil is al¬

I submit, Mr. Solicitor, that this scheme is absolutely 
not a religious cult, faith, belief, sect, or denomination. Ijt 
is a fraud scheme through and through with an attempt 
made, and a very obvious attempt, to take advantage qf 
what the promoter fondly hopes will be a legal loophole 
to enable him to come within the constitutional prohibitions 
against interference with religion. It is not a new dodge 
but it seems to be one which is being increasingly resorted 
to by promoters of mail-order fraud schemes. If the thing 
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is to be carried to its logical conclusion, why, the people oi' 
this country are going to be in a frightful state be- 

132 cause it will be impossible or virtually impossible for 
the Government to protect them from all manner of 

swindlers, fakers and charlatans operating through the 
mails. If this scheme can be operated successfully and 
without interference through enforcement of the postal 
fraud order or criminal mail fraud laws anybody, how¬ 
ever lacking in principle, can sell hydrant water, cam¬ 
phorated oil or, for that matter, raw gasoline, claim that it 
will cure cancer, diabetes, or any other of the major dis¬ 
eases and ills and he can claim immunity to the law enforce¬ 
ment officials of the Government on the ground that he is 
merely practicing religion. I submit, Mr. Solicitor, that 
it is as absurd to advance such a theory as it would be to 
maintain that a man could go out and commit burglary 
because it was a part of his religion or, to make it more pre¬ 
cise perhaps and less radical, to say that he could have for¬ 
ty wives because it is a part of his religion, or that he could 
kill his brother or any other human being because it is a 
part of his religion. The constitutional privilege and right 
of practicing one’s religion freely and without interference 
by the Government certainly does not contemplate, and it 
surely wasn’t the purpose of the founders of this Republic 
that it contemplate, any such thing. It certainly wasn’t 
contemplated by George Washington, Madison, Jefferson 
and the other great men who founded this Republic that 
in formulating and securing the adoption of our great char¬ 
ter of government that it would be used as an instrumentali¬ 
ty for the operation of any such scheme as the one we have 
before us now or any similar scheme. I move, Mr. Solicitor, 
that a fraud order be issued in this case at the earliest 
possible moment.

STATEMENT OP PROCEEDINGS

This is an appeal from a judgment ( Jt. App. 132) in favor of 
Frank' Walker, Postmaster General, 1 upon a complaint to de¬ 
clare vend a fraud order and for injunctive relief restraining | 
its enforcement (Jt. App. 1-7). The fraud order (Jt. App. 41) | 
was based on a finding by the Postmaster General, after due 
notice (Jt. App. 12-15) and full hearing (Jt. App. *43-131), ! 
that appellant was engaged in conducting a scheme or device i 
for obtaining money through the mails by means of false and j 
fraudulent pretenses, representations, and promises, in viola¬ 
tion of Sections 259 and 732, Title 39, United States Code. 
Although appellant obviously tried to avoid receiving notice of j 
the hearing on the aforesaid charges, he did receive such notice j

1 By order of this court, dated Jan. 18,1947, Robert E. Hannegan, incumbent j 
Postmaster General, was substituted as appellee In the place of his pred- ! 
ecessor, Frank Walker. 
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(Jt. App. 16-18,47-58); and while no personal appearance was 
made by him or on his behalf, a written answer (Jt. App. 18) 
containing a general denial of each and every allegation set out 
in the specification of charges, and an affidavit executed by ap¬ 
pellant (Jt. App. 19-25) concerning the enterprise involved 
in the charges, were received from an attorney for the appellant 
and read into the record at the hearing. (Jt. App. 59). 

Following the hearing, which was held before an Assistant 
Solicitor of the Post Office Department, by and on behalf of 
the Postmaster General, on September 8, 1944, a copy of the 
transcript of proceedings (Jt. App. 43-131) was transmitted 
to the attorney for appellant and he was advised that said 
transcript might be retained until October 27, 1944, at which 
time it should be returned to appellant, together with any brief, 
argument, or proposed findings of fact and of law on the ques¬ 
tion as to why a fraud order should not be issued. (See affi¬ 
davit of Vincent M. Miles, Solicitor of the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment, Jt. App. 10.) The appellant failed to take advantage 
of this opportunity and on December 21, 1944, after careful 
consideration of the entire record, including the answer and 
affidavit filed by appellant, the Solicitor of the Post Office De¬ 
partment recommended to the Postmaster General that a fraud 
order be issued against appellant (Jt. App. 26-41). On De¬ 
cember 26,1944, the Postmaster General issued the fraud order, 
finding that appellant was “engaged in conducting a scheme 
or device for obtaining money through the mails by means 
of false and fraudulent pretenses, representations, and promises, 
in violation of Sections 259 and 732 of Title 39, United States

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SUMMARY OF ARGUMENT 

1. The finding of the Postmaster General was a finding of 
fact. The scope of judicial review of such a finding is limited to 
the question of whether the Postmaster General’s action was 
reasonably supported by evidence. 

2. There was substantial evidence to support the Postmaster 
General’s findings. The evidence before him plainly showed 
that appellant was operating a fraudulent scheme which he 
glossed over with scripture references in an attempt to take 
advantage of the constitutional prohibition against interference 
with religion. The evidence showed that appellant was using 
the mails to defraud the ignorant and the gullible of their money 
by leading them to believe he could cure all their ills and relieve 
them of all their financial worries, when as a matter of fact he 
had no intention of doing the things he claimed he could and 
would do. 

ARGUMENT 

I 

'j ' 

Appellant’s contentions 

Appellant’s entire argument is based on the proposition that 
the literature which he disseminated was religious in nature, 
and that, since it was that type of literature, it was beyond the 
scope of the fraud statutes; he maintains also that interference 
with the dissemination of such literature was an interference 
with his constitutional rights. He appears to take the position, 
relying on American School of Magnetic Healing v. McAnnvlty, 
187 U. S. 94, that the subject matter of the literature distributed 
by him was not fraudulent, since its ability to accomplish the 
purposes for which it was advertised was a. matter of opinion. 
He maintains, too, that the literature was not deceptive; that, 
on the contrary, “customers * * * knew or should have 
known that they were subscribing for scripture readings and 
that whatever was accomplished was by reason of faith and 
belief in the Holy Scripture.” He further appears to argue, 
citing Post v. United States , 135 Fed. 1, that there was no 
showing he had the intent to use the mails to defraud. 


Applicable principles of law ‘ | 

• ' ' I 

The conclusion of the Postmaster General in a fraud order 
case is presumptively correct, and will not be reviewed by the ; 
courts, where it is fairly arrived at, and has substantial evidence 
to support it, so that it cannot justly be said to be palpably 
wrong and, therefore, arbitrary. Leach v. CarlUe, 258 U. S. 
138, 140; Farley v. Simmons, 69 App. D. C. 110,114,99 F. (2d) 
343,347, cert, denied, 305 U. S. 651. Nor may a court substitute 
its judgment for that of the Postmaster General, and, even 
though it might reach a different conclusion than he has 
reached, unless there is no evidence whatever which reasonably 
supports the conclusion found by the Postmaster General, the, 
enforcement of a fraud order may not be enjoined. Farley, v. 
Heininger, 70 App. D. C. 200, 203, 105 F. (2d) 79, 82, cert. | 
denied 308 U. S. 587; Putnam v. Morgan (C. C. S. D. N. Y.) 
172 Fed. 450, 451. 

The statute gives the Postmaster General the right to issue 
a fraud order “upon evidence satisfactory to him that any per¬ 
son * * * is engaged in conducting any * * f j 
scheme or device for obtaining money * * * through the 
mails by means of false or fraudulent pretenses, representa¬ 
tions, or promises.*” The fraud statutes are directed against 
any scheme or artifice to defraud, and include everything de-j 
signed to defraud by representations as to past or present, or! 
by suggestion or promises as to the future. Durland v. United\ 
States, 161 U. S. 306, 313. “When a business is systematically 
and designedly conducted upon the plan of inducing its patrons, 
by means of false representations, to part with their money in, 
the belief that they are purchasing something different from, 
superior to, and worth more than, what is actually being sold, 
it becomes objectionable under the statutes # * Farley 
v. Heininger, supra, p. 205. It is equally well settled that if 
one knows his scheme to be uncertain and yet persuades the 
persons who read his advertisements and literature, by false 
statements, that reasonable certainty of success is insured, the 
scheme is a scheme to obtain money by means of false repre- 
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sentations, and promises. Curley v. United States, — U. S. 
App. D. C. —, January 13, 1947. 

Moreover, “the mere fact that a fraudulent scheme centers 
about divine or other healing does not in any wise or sense 
serve to take it out of the domain of a fraudulent scheme 

♦ * *” United States v. Schlatter, 235 Fed. 381, 382 (D. C. 
S. D. Calif. S. D.); for, while the law protects a man in his free¬ 
dom of opinion and belief, in religious or spiritual matters, it 
will not permit him, under the guise of that belief, to do a 
thing which the laws of the country condemn. United States 
v. Ried, 42 Fed. 134,136 (D. C. W. D. Mich. S. D.). The card¬ 
inal question is whether the person operating the business is 
doing so in good faith, or whether he is guilty of a conscious 
and intentional fraud in promising, for the money, to do things 
which he knows he cannot do, or does not intend to do. New 
v. United States, 245 Fed. 710, 712; United States v. White, 150 
Fed. 379, 390. Thus, there is a clear distinction between a 
situation which involves what may be false opinions on the 
part of one who honestly believes he can do, and is honestly 
trying to do, the things he offers to do, American School of 
Magnetic Healing v. McAnnulty, 187 U. S. 94, and a situation 
where there is no intention on the part of the person making 
the offer to do the things he says he can and will do, Branaman 
v. Harris, 189 Fed. 461,467. 

in 

The evidence before the Postmaster General showed appellant 
was operating a fraudulent scheme 

. Approaching the instant case with these principles in mind, 
it is submitted that the evidence before the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral was sufficient to support the fraud order which he entered. 
In fact, it seems clear that the evidence before him showing 
overwhelmingly that appellant was conducting a “scheme 

* * * for obtaining money * * * through the mails 

by means of false or fraudulent pretenses, representations, or 
promises.” 39 U. S. C. 259. 

The evidence showed clearly that the appellant was engaged 
in obtaining, and attempting to obtain, divers remittances of 
money by sending through the mails advertisements, and lit- 
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•erature, to the effect that he was a “Success Master”; that his 
“‘‘method” constituted a “great science”; that.his so-called 
“method” would enable remitters to quickly “every time” and 
“without fail” obtain “success,” solve “all” their personal prob¬ 
lems, secure an “abundance” of money, “heal” and “banish | 
all sickness ” achieve a return to “good health” and accom-! 
plish “anything” they wanted; and that the so-called “method” 
included “personal treatment” of the remitter, by said party. 

Appellant's mode of carrying on this business was shown 
to be as follows: He would insert in newspapers, published 
throughout the United States (Jt. App. 65), advertisements 
bearing headings such as “Quickest Success Master,” “Quickest 
Success Helper,” etc., in which he would offer “special success¬ 
ful free information,” “success and happiness,” “money,” 
■“quick prosperity,” a “new start,” to solve “all problems,” to 
readers who would send lOtf and a stamped, addressed envelope 
(Jt. App. 66-69). To persons responding to these advertise¬ 
ments, he would send literature consisting of various colored 
circulars bearing pictures of clasped hands, bags of money, etc., 
and such words as “Regardless of what you want, success is, 
yours with my method,” “Enjoy Money Quick Success Heal all 
Sickness Without Medicine Love Everlasting”, “Helper QuickC 
est Success Helper Special Good Satisfying Special”, “Regard-1 
less of What You Want Success Is Yours With My Method”,! 
etc. (Jt. App. 72-73,85). One of these circulars would include 
a blank, perforated for detachment, bearing the name and ad-* 
dress of appellant, a place for the remitter's name and addressj 
and the following form for him to fill in with the amount of hi$ -* *• ' 


remittance: 

I do hereby send $4, or $., for Perfume Oil 

of attraction, or $4, or $., as a deposit for 


Special Quick Success Emblem, scientific Product, Life 
Time daily Guide and your Person Treatment and 
Printed affirmation for Quick Satisfaction. (Jt. App: 
80-81). 

One circular bore the words 

Dear Friend: After receiving your envelope, explains 
your Case and hearts desires to me. * * * I shall 
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give your work my personal attention to help Quickly. 

'I Special price is $20. * * * I do Not ask you to 

• * 

pay all Cash. Just sent me $4 or more, and I will Send 
everything that you ask for at once. * * * Direct 
Special handling, writing and managing. * * * 

Also tell your friends to Send stamped envelope and 
Get Quick Special information, if they are Not getting 
' Goods, Money, things wanted, today. Yours for Pros¬ 
perity, Quickest Success and Hapiness and Help in every 
good and Quick Successful Way. Unwage, Win all 
Games? Rev. E. Fields, 670*4 Gates Ave., Brooklyn, 
New York. (Jt. App. 8). 

Upon receipt of the minimum fee of $4 named in his circulars,, 
the appellant would send the person remitting same a small 
cardboard box containing a little bottle holding about an ounce 
of oil, labeled “Alleged ATTRACTION OIL,” a small card¬ 
board square bearing the picture of an angel on one side and 
a horseshoe on the other, and a typewritten slip bearing a 
Scripture reading (Jt. App. 87). The evidence showed that 
' repeated demands by the remitter would gain nothing in addi¬ 
tion for the $4.00, except a cryptic typewritten line of figures 
which appeared to be a Scripture reference of some sort (Jt. 
App. 87-90). The evidence further showed that appellant, in 
an affidavit furnished by him to the Post Office Department 
(Jt. App. 107) frankly admitted that this was all he intended 
to furnish for the $4.00 remittance, and that the only difference 
between what he furnished for $4.00 and $20.00 was that for 

the latter sum he would furnish this $4.00 service at various 

• * 

times for one year. 

Thus, it is plain the evidence before the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral clearly showed that appellant was not disseminating re¬ 
ligious matter, as he claims he was. but that he was operating 
a purely fraudulent scheme, calling it a “science,” and seeking 
to take advantage of the constitutional prohibition against in¬ 
terference with religion by sprinkling his advertisements and 
literature with reference to the Deity and the Scriptures. 2 

* See brief summation of the evidence adduced at the hearing before the 
Assistant Solicitor of the Post Office Department, Jt. App. 120-130 


Fraud cannot be “glossed over or rendered reputable * * * 
merely because it is associated with * * *■ some under* 
taking otherwise lawful in its nature * * United 

States v. Schlatter, supra, p. 382. 

That appellant had the intent blatantly to defraud those wlio 
read his advertisements and his circulars, and was rendering 
little or no service for the money he was receiving, was clearly 
shown by his own admissions under oath (Jt. App. 102-118). 
His utter indifference to everything except separating gullible 
persons from their money is summed up in his statements: 
“* * * It is not my business to know or care anything- 
about who may or may not understand the same, especially if 
and when they sign their name to my contract as aforesaid and 
send me their, or my, money” (Jt. App. 115); and “I do not 
receive any complaints at all regarding my methods, or requests 
for refund, and if I do the waste-paper basket gets them, es¬ 
pecially asking refund” (Jt. App- 117). It is interesting to> 
note that, from this business, appellant stated he made a grand 
total of approximately $2,600.00 per year (Jt. App. 107). j 

Appellant’s insistence that the effectiveness of what he Was 
claiming to do was a matter of opinion is also without merit- 
The question before the Postmaster General was plainly a 
question of fact as to whether the business apellant was carry* 
ing on by use of the mails, was based on actual fraud; that is, 
was appellant honestly carrying on a religious business of cur* 
ing, and trying to cure, persons by means of his religious faith, 
or was he “simply using that as a guise to perpetrate a delib¬ 
erate fraud upon the public and, by false and fraudulent rep¬ 
resentations, pretenses and promises, get money through the 
mails?” Branaman v. Harris, supra, p. 467. 

Although appellant claims to be an ordained minister, the 
evidence before the Postmaster General showed that there was 
no indication of a church or religious meeting place at the 
address where he had told Post Office Inspectors such a church 
was located (Jt. App. 119-120). However, granting that he 
may be a minister, if he “carries his belief into a practice or 
business involving a fraud, and known by him to be such, lie is 
liable to be dealt with by the law.” United States v. Ried, 
supra, p. 136. 
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In determining whether a fraud order should be entered 
against appellant, “the principal question before the Post¬ 
master General was, therefore, an ordinary question of fact, 
to wit, the question what, under all of the circumstances of 
the case made to appear in the hearing before the Assistant 
Solicitor, were the representations and promises in the adver¬ 
tisements * * *” and literature of appellant “reasonably 
intended to cause the reader thereof to believe * * * 

Farley v. Simmons, supra, p. 114.. Certainly, by no stretch 
of the imagination, could a reasonable person have believed, 
from reading appellant’s advertisement (Jt. App. 34) promis¬ 
ing: “Quick Prosperity—Write to Me Today If You Want To 
Malm More Quick Money and Get Things Your Heart De¬ 
sires—Banish Sickness and enjoy a Life of Peace and Everlast¬ 
ing Happiness Only $20.00—$4.00 or More Down—No Goods 
Shipped C. O. D.” that he, or she, would receive, for the money 
paid, a typewritten passage from the Bible, a paper emblem, 
and a little bottle of oil. That the advertisements were reason-. 
ably intended to cause readers to believe they would receive 
more than they did is clearly demonstrated by the affidavit of 
one Caldonia Chery,* after she had lodged a complaint against 
appellant, in which she tells of responding to appellant’s adver¬ 
tisement in the belief that he could cure her of asthma. 

From the evidence, it was obvious that appellant’s adver¬ 
tisements were designed to attract the ignorant and supersti- 

* "I am about .T2 years of age and live at Goulds, Florida. 

I have about a second grand school education. 

About one year ago I saw an advertisement in a Pennsylvania paper 
wherein Rev. E. Fields represented that he could cure various ailments. I 
later saw an advertisement in the Miami Whip which was something different 
from the one in the Pennsylvania paper. 

I wrote Rev. Fields a letter and told him I was suffering from a chest 
cold and a doctor told me it was asthma. I later received a letter from 
Rev. Fields stating that he would cure me if I would pay him $20.00. He 
agreed that I could pay him $4.00 then and send him the balance in easy 
monthly payments. I sent money order No. 97914 on August 14,1943. 

I later received a letter from Fields asking me to sign and send to him 
a blue blank. I never signed the blank. I have never received any medi¬ 
cine, perfume, or any instructions for the treatment of my ailment, nor have 
I received a refund of my money.” (Jt. App. 63-64). 



tious, 4 who would be easily deceived by his representations. 
That the statements in his advertisements and circulars would 
seem merely absurd to some persons, does not alter the fact that 
there were many people to whom they held out great promise 
of aid in their time of need. ‘The fact that a false statemeni 
may be obviously false to those who are trained and experienced 
does not change its character, nor take away its power to de¬ 
ceive others less experienced. * * * Laws are made to pro¬ 
tect the trusting as well as the suspicious.” Federal Trade 
Commission v. Standard Education Society, 302 U. S. 112,116.

The granting of the motion for summary judgment was the 
proper method of disposing of this matter in the District 
Court • 

Appellant appears to object to the procedure followed by the 
court below in disposing of this matter on a motion for summary 
judgment. It is well settled, however, that the scope of judi¬ 
cial review is limited to a determination of the question 
whether the decision of the administrative agency was reason¬ 
ably supported by substantial evidence. In reaching its deter¬ 
mination the Court may not take evidence de novo relating to 
the issues before the agency, but must determine the correct¬ 
ness of the ruling solely on the basis of the record before the 
administrative officer or body. Shields v.- Utah Idaho Central 
R. Co., 305 U. S. 177, 185; TaggBros. v. United States, 280 
U. S. 420, 443; Acker v. United States, 298 U. S. 426, 434;

Shackelton Inhaler Company (C. C. A. 6th) 136 F. (2d) 116, 
118, even though the Court concluded that the fraud order 
should not have been issued in that particular instance. Since 
the administrative order under review must stand or fall upon 
such evidence as the administrative agency had before it, a 
trial de novo not being permissible, a motion for summary judg¬ 
ment was the proper method of presenting, for determination 
by the court, the question of whether the administrative order 
had substantial evidence to support it. National Broadcasting
